The ablest statesmen of Georgia 
differ materially on the subject matter, simply 
because there is some phase of the subject 
which has never presented itself alike to all 
parties. 

If Toomba, and Stephens, and Brown, aud 
Screven, the giant intellects of the South, 
differ upon this important subject, it is good 
evidence that the case is thoroughly compli- 
cated andhard of solution. All we have to 
say on the subject is this: If the bonds were 
sold to the innocent purchasers pay them 
even if their issuance was illegal. But if 
ihe purchasers were forewarned, and had 
reason to believe that they would not be re- 
deemed, then we say never pay a cent on 
them. We do not believe in expediency or 
policy in anything where the credit of the 
State is involved.— West Point News.
